Venizelos’ Organ Says Martial 
Law is in Unlawful Posses- 
sion of Power 


Saloniki, Noy. 15, via f®Paris and 
London, Noy. 17—Anti-dynastie de- 
monstrations are reported on, good au- 
thority to have occurred at Patras, 
one of the strongholds of ex-Premier 
Venizelos and also the home of for- 
mer Premier Gounaris, who repre- 
Sented it in the chamber of deputies, 
While the intentions of King Constan- 
tine and the government with respect 
to the Balkan, situation have not been 
defined, rumors have been current 
that the entente allies troops may be 
requested to quit Greek soil. A signifi- 
cant feature of the tense situation is 
the material increase recently in the 
number of allied warships in the har- 
bor of Saloniki. and more are expect- 
ed to arrive daily.

“Martial law and an oligarchy are 
in unlawful possession of the power.
